SELECTMEN'S  LETTER 

Probably  never  before  have  Newington  selectmen 
been  more  subjected  to  the  criticism  of  their  constitu- 
ents than  the  present  board. 

We  would  be  less  than  truthful  if  we  pointed  to  the 
past  year  as  one  of  harmony  and  progress.  There  has 
been  dissension,  disagreement  and  even  animosity 
among  citizens  and  selectmen  alike. 

Two  decisions  faced  by  citizens  during  the  year  were 
probably  most  responsible  for  divided  opinion  of  the 
community.  The  refinery  vote  of  June  28,  1974,  and  the 
industrial  moratorium  vote  of  September  10,  1974.  Both 
results  were  in  direct  contrast  to  the  overwhelming  ma- 
jority opinions  of  the  selectmen  and  Planning  Board.  Un- 
fortunately both  results  were  followed  shortly  thereafter 
by  a  national  economic  recession  with  resultant  high 
unemployment  and  scarce  and  expensive  energy  sup- 
plies. Only  the  future  will  tell  who  was  right  or  wrong. 

More  progressive,  however,  was  the  completion  of  the 
comprehensive  sewer  study  and  the  initiation  of  a  tax 
map  for  the  community  which  should  be  completed  this 
year. 

Efforts  of  past  years'  planning  did  reach  fruition  and 
success,  including  the  shopping  mall  complex  and  the 
eco-separator.  The  tax  rate,  the  envy  of  all  other  com- 
munities, is  illustrative  of  the  good  planning  of  the  past. 

The  police  department  can  be  pointed  to  with  pride 
for  the  selection  of  the  new  Chief  of  Police  and  the  ef- 
ficiency of  its  operation. 

We  would  be  remiss  if  we  did  not  thank  not  only 
former  Chief  Navelski,  but  his  predecessors  for  their 


years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  community. 

Included  with  this  report  is  a  letter  explaining  the  vari- 
ous articles  that  you  will  be  voting  upon  at  your  town 
meeting  on  March  4th.

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AUDITOR'S  OPINION

PLANNING  BOARD 

During  the  yearof  1974  we  have  seen  the  completion 
of  many  of  the  large  building  projects  in  the  commercial 
and  industrial  zones.  The  new  Public  Service  power 
plant  is  now  operational;  Montgomery  Ward's  ware- 
house on  Patterson  Lane  is  complete;  The  Newington 
Plaza  is  nearly  complete;  Newington  Park  Associates 
have  enacted  their  first  building  in  Newington  Park 
West;  this  building  is  a  multi  purpose  building  and  will 
be  completed  to  the  tenant's  specifications.  This  build- 
ing does  give  the  townspeople  a  chance  to  observe  the 
type  of  construction  and  landscaping  they  intend  to 
carry  out  in  this  project.  The  completion  of  these  pro- 
jects have  added  many  millions  of  dollars  to  our  tax 
base.  This  has  allowed  the  Selectmen  to  reduce  our 
property  tax  rate  while  most  towns  have  had  to  increase 
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their  tax  rate.  Such   benefits  do   not  happen  without 
some  sacrifice  and  inconvenience. 

The  Planning  Board  has  tried  to  keep  these  things  in 
mind  before  reaching  a  decision  to  approve  or  disap- 
prove a  project  based  on  our  best  opinion  for  the  overall 
benefit  and  welfare  for  the  town. 

The  Planning  Board  has  nearly  completed  the  work 
on  our  proposed  revision  of  the  Zoning  Regulations. 
Hopefully  we  can  complete  the  remaining  work  so  the 
town  will  be  able  to  vote  on  this  at  our  annual  town  meet- 
ing in  March. 

The  Planning  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  Southeastern 
Regional  Planning  Commission  and  the  many  interested 
citizens  of  Newington  for  their  assistance  and  helpful 
suggestions  in  the  proposed  revised  Zoning  Regula- 
tions. Adoption  of  the  proposed  regulations  will  give  the 
Planning  Board,  Town  officials,  and  the  citizens  a  better 
regulation  to  control  the  future  growth  and  welfare  of 
the  Town  of  Newington. 

I  wish  to  commend  all  the  citizens  who  have  attended 
our  Planning  Board  meetings  for  their  active  interest  in 
the  affairs  of  the  town.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


The  past  year  has  been  without  question  the  busiest  ever  for 
the  Police  Department  as  it  received  717  complaints  or  calls  for 
assistance  as  compared  to  367  in  1973.  Investigations  by  the 
department's  officers  included  175  criminal  offenses  and  14 
missing  persons.  There  were  53  criminal  arrests  made  during 
1974  as  compared  to  31  in  1973. 

In  the  area  of  highway  safety,  efforts  of  our  officers  resulted 
In  1 2  arrests  for  motor  vehicle  offenses  and  the  issuance  of  81 
summonses,  80  warnings  and  55  defective  equipment  tags.  Of- 
ficers assisted  159  motorists  while  on  routine  patrol  and  ren- 
dered assistance  to  other  law  enforcement  agencies  on  1 29  oc- 
casions. Again  during  1974,  no  fatal  accidents  were  recorded; 
however,  98  property  damage  and  3  personal  injury  accidents 
were  investigated. 

Police  activities  resulted  in  134  cases  being  prepared  for  the 
Portsmouth  District  Court  for  both  criminal  and  motor  vehicle 
offenses. 

The  department's  prevention  and  service  program  resulted 
in  24  residences  being  checked  while  owners  were  away  and 
124  business  establishments  or  town  buildings  had  unlocked 
doors  and  windows  secured  by  officers  on  patrol.  The  depart- 
ment responded  to  29  fire  alarms,  conducted  26  escorts  and  as- 
sisted in  11  ambulance  calls.  There  were  84  burglar  alarms  re- 
corded by  officers. 

The  recent  retirement  of  Chief  Joseph  Navelski  after  twelve 
years  of  outstanding  and  faithful  service  to  the  community  is 
noted  with  sincere  regret.  The  department  wishes  to  join  with 
the  entire  community  in  extending  its  gratitude  to  him  and  will 
endeavor  to  continue  its  responsibilities  ever  mindful  of  the 
guidance  provided  by  Chief  Navelski  over  the  many  years. 

And  once  again,  with  the  obvious  increase  of  activity  in  the 
commercial  and  residential  areas,  the  department  would  like  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  remind  residents  that  the  Police  Tele- 
phone (436-7033)  is  manned  24  hours  a  day  at  the  Rocking- 
ham County  Dispatch  Center  and  officers  are  available  to  ren- 
der any  necessary  assistance.  The  department  also  expresses 
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its  appreciation  to  the  residents  of  Newington  who  have  again 
unselfishly  assisted  officers  in  the  mutual  goal  of  providing  a 
safe  and  enjoyable  community  for  all  to  enjoy.

For  the  year  1974  the  fire  department  answered  59 
alarms,  35  in  town  calls,  10  mutual  aid  calls,  14  in  town 
false  calls  and  1  call  to  aid  in  a  search  for  a  lost  person  in 
Durham. 

The  fire  department  ambulance  answered  47  calls  and 
participated  in  1  mock  disaster  in  Dover.

I  wish  at  this  time  to  extend  my  deepest  and  sincerest 
appreciation  for  their  faith  and  confidence  in  affording 
me  the  opportunity  to  head  the  department. 

The  Annual  Fireman's  Ball  was  held  in  April,  a  good 
time  was  had  by  all  and  it  was  termed  a  huge  success  by 
all  present. 

A  testimonial  to  honor  Fire  Chief  William  J.  Young 
was  given  by  the  members  of  the  department  with  the 
aid  of  the  Ladies  Auxiliary  and  many  others  who  contri- 
buted their  time  and  efforts.

(The  polls  will  be  open  at  Ten  O'Clock  A.M.  and  un- 
less extended  by  vote  at  the  meeting  will  close  at  Six 
O'clock  P.M.  The  Town  Meeting  will  resume  at  7:30  P.M. 
to  act  on  ensuing  articles.) 

Article  1.  To  choose  in  the  manner  provided  by  law 
one  Selectman  for  a  term  of  3  years;  one  Trustee  of 
Trust  Funds  for  a  term  of  3  years;  one  Library  Trustee 
for  a  term  of  3  years;  one  member  of  Cemetery  Com- 
mittee for  a  term  of  3  years;  three  members  of  the 
Budget  Committee  for  a  term  of  3  years;  1  member  of 
the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  for  6  years;  a  Superinten- 
dent of  Cemetery,  Town  Clerk,  Collector  of  Taxes,  Town 
Treasurer,  Highway  Agent,  Measurer  of  Woods,  Survey- 
or of  Lumber,  Fence  Viewers,  Pound  Keeper,  1  member 
of  Budget  Committee  for  a  term  of  1  year  and  all  neces- 
sary Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  require  all 
businesses  to  obtain  and  display  a  License  to  transact 
business  in  the  Town;  such  license  to  be  issued  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  at  an  annual  fee  of  $1.00;  a  penalty 
for  operating  without  a  license  to  be  $50.00  per  day. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
By-Laws  proposed  by  the  Selectmen,  relating  to  the 
licensing  of  Taxi  Cabs. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the 
Town  Office  of  Building  Inspector  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  in  place  of  the  present  system  of 
elective  office. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  designate 
as  Historical  District  the  land  at  Bloody  Point  which  the 
Town  has  leased  from  the  State  for  recreation  purposes. 

Article  1 4.  SECTION  1 )  To  see  if  the  Town  will  enact 
an  ordinance  to  limit  the  use  of  Airport  Road  to  two  axle 
vehicles  only  with  a  maximum  load  limit  of  15,000  lbs, 
except  by  special  permission  of  the  Selectmen. 

SECTION  2)  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  or- 
dinance, shall  upon  conviction  pay  a  fine  of  not  more

To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  the  provi- 
sions of  RSA  252,  the  enabling  statute  for  municipal 
sewers,  which  will  allow  the  Town  at  a  subsequent  date  to 
establish  a  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners,  to  adopt 
pertinent  ordinances  and  By-Laws  and  to  assess  the 
costs  of  design,  construction  and  maintenance  of  the 
system  to  those  property  owners  who  benefit  from  it.

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FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 

Human  carelessness  is  the  number  one  cause  of  thou- 
sands of  forest  fires  with  the  loss  of  millions  of  acres  of 
woodlands  in  the  United  States  each  year. 

Every  forest  fire  takes  its  toll  not  only  in  the  woodland 
loss  but  for  the  grazing  and  wild  life  that  are  destroyed, 
water  stream  is  affected,  floods  follow.  You  and  I  can  put 
an  end  to  such  shameful  waste— let's  make  prevention 
our  business  by  exercising  these  simple  rules: 

1.  Before  burning,  secure  a  permit  from  your  local 
warden— (The  law  requires  it.) 

2.  Properly  supervise  your  burning — don't  leave  it. 

3.  Make  sure  your  fire  is  dead  out  before  leaving  it. 

4.  Don't  throw  down  lighted  matches,  cigars  or  cigar- 
ettes and  never  toss  these  items  from  your  car,  use  the 
ash  tray. 

The  Town  of  Newington,  during  1974,  experienced  a 
few  woodland  and  grass  fires,  with  very  little  loss. 

The  Newington  Fire  Department  should  be  credited 
for  the  part  they  played  in  the  prevention,  by  burning 
over  a  considerable  amount  of  dead  grassland  within 
the  Town.  The  townspeople  and  visitors  are  to  be  com- 
mended for  their  fire  protection  practices.  Numerous 
burning  permits  were  issued  over  the  year. 

I  remind  all  citizens  of  the  Town;  the  state  law  requires 
you  obtain  a  permit  from  your  local  warden  before  burn- 
ing and  that  there  isto  be  no  burning  between  the  hours 
of  9:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  daily. 

If  you  wish  to  burn,  contact  me  for  a  permit.  Keep  up 
the  good  work.

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PORTSMOUTH  COMMUNITY  HEALTH 
SERVICES,  INC.  REPORT 

The  Portsmouth  District  Nursing  Association  which 
was  incorporated  by  this  name  in  1908  has  changed  its 
name  to  "Portsmouth  Community  Health  Services,  Inc." 
which  services  the  area  towns  of  Newington,  Greenland, 
Newcastle,  and  Rye. 

Since  1971  Community  Health  Services  has  provided 
home  care  for  the  sick  and  disabled,  and  clinics  for  child 
care  and  other  preventative  services  to  the  citizens  of 
Newington. 

In  November,  two  nurses  serving  Newington  assisted 
in  setting  up  a  Flu  Clinic,  and  follow-up  clinic.  The 
nurses  are  available  at  specified  times  at  the  Civic  Cen- 
ter in  Newington  for  people  to  discuss  health  problems 
or  to  seek  information  regarding  health  resources  avail- 
able. Visits  are  routinely  made  to  new  mothers  and  in- 
fants. An  average  of  8  visits  a  month  since  July  have 
been  made  by  nurses,  home  health  aides  and  the  phys- 
ical therapist,  to  people  in  their  homes.

LYDIAH.FRINK 
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THE  OLD  PARSONAGE 

This  past  year  the  Newington  Historical  Society  has 
continued  to  work  on  researching  and  restoration  of  the 
Old  Parsonage.  Three  highly  qualified  experts  on  early 
American  buildings,  furniture,  and  paintings  have 
viewed  the  building  and  contents,  and  acting  in  accord- 
ance with  their  suggestions,  plans  are  in  progress  to  re- 
store the  front  hall  where  the  plaster  is  in  very  poor 
condition.

NEWINGTON  CEMETERY  COMMITTEE 

The  Newington  Cemetery  Committee  held  its  annual 
meeting  at  12  noon  on  Saturday,  January  11,  1975,  at 
the  Civic  Center.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  accept 
the  budget  for  the  ensuing  year  as  presented  by  Mr.

This  is  the  second  annual  report  since  the  Newington

during  the  last  school  year,  I  am  very  much  aware  of  the 
good  things  that  happen  in  your  school. 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  report  that  the  teachers  and  prin- 
cipal of  the  school  are  a  dedicated  group,  working  har- 
moniously together  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  children  of 
the  town.  The  part-time  instructors,  aides,  cooks  and 
secretary  are  as  equally  involved  as  the  full-time  people 
in  making  the  child's  work  at  school'  a  total  learning  ex- 
perience. 

The  citizens  of  the  community  should  be  commended 
for  giving  their  support  to  the  school.  I'm  sure  that  you 
as  citizens  are  aware  of  the  many  different  types  of  learn- 
ing that  are  going  on  within  the  school.  While  this  is  very 
beneficial  to  the  child,  it  does  create  some  problems. 
The  main  problem  is  lack  of  space.  If  the  school  is  to 
continue  giving  almost  individual  attention  to  the  stu- 
dent in  the  future,  added  space  will  be  necessary.  A 
building  committee  has  already  been  formed  but  it  is 
doubtful  that  they  will  have  a  finalized  plan  in  time  for 
the  District  Meeting  for  the  citizens  to  act  upon. 

The  program  at  the  Portsmouth  Junior  High  has  im- 
proved during  the  past  year.  Your  children  are  receiving 
the  benefits  of  these  changes.  The  school  is  still  over- 
crowded but  if  the  Portsmouth  School  Board  adds  to  the 
building  and  the  student  population  of  Portsmouth  de- 
clines as  predicted,  the  Junior  High  building  will  be  able 
to  offer  an  outstanding  curriculum. 

In  respect  to  the  addition  at  the  Junior  High,  the  town 
of  Newington  may  be  asked  to  join  Portsmouth  in  an 
AREA  agreement  for  grades  seven  and  eight.  Such  a  re- 
quest may  be  determined  by  what  happens  to  the  AREA 
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agreementforgrades  nine  through  twelve. 

Much  talk  has  taken  place  concerning  the  break-up  of 
the  Supervisory  Union.  Another  unrelated  item  that  has 
earned  much  attention  is  the  dissolving  of  the  AREA 
agreement  and  the  formation  of  a  high  school  for  the 
students  of  that  age  who  come  from  the  present  sending 
towns.  It  is  my  opinion  that  the  break-up  of  the  Super- 
visory Union  would  not  cause  a  great  deal  of  concern.  It 
might  be  a  little  more  expensive  for  the  towns  but  the 
type  of  administrative  offering  as  now  carried  out  by  the 
Central  Office  in  Portsmouth  would  not  change. 

The  breaking  of  the  AREA  agreement  and  the  forma- 
tion of  a  smaller  school  would,  to  say  the  least,  be  much 
more  expensive.  While  the  town  is  paying  its  share  of 
operating  expense  to  Portsmouth  in  the  form  of  tuition, 
it  would  be  much  more  expensive,  per  pupil,  to  operate  a 
small  school.  This  would  be  especially  true  if  the  same 
curriculum  which  is  offered  in  Portsmouth  were  offered 
for  the  small  school.  While  it  probably  is  better  educa- 
tionally, it  is  not  mandatory  that  the  Supervisory  Union 
and  the  AREA  agreement  boundaries  be  conterminous. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  students  from  the  town  who 
are  attending  Portsmouth  Senior  High  are  receiving  a 
well-rounded  education.  The  curricula  and  extracurricu- 
la  programs  are  good  but  could  be  better  if  all  students 
attended  school  at  one  time.  If  the  question  of  a  smaller, 
town  operated  high  school  can  be  settled  one  way  or  an- 
other, it  is  conceivable  that  within  a  couple  of  years,  re- 
gardless of  which  direction  the  decision  is  made,  stu- 
dents of  this  age  bracket  will  be  able  to  attend  school  at 
a  single  session. 

It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  have  served  you  during  the 
year.  The  cooperation  of  Board  members  and  staff  have 
made  my  job  a  pleasant  one.  I  would  like  to  take  this  op- 
portunity to  thank  one  and  all  for  their  help.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 
NEWINGTON  PUBLIC  SCHOOL 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Newington: 

Since  reporting  to  you  last  year,  several  changes  and 
additions  have  been  made  in  personnel,  building  main- 
tenance and  the  instructional  program.  As  we  describe 
these,  it  should  be  noted  that  the  services  begun  in 
years  past  continually  undergo  close  scrutiny  so  that 
the  same  quality  in  education  remains  and  the  welfare  of 
the  students  at  Newington  Elementary  is  well  provided 
for. 

The  instructional  program  continues  in  an  individual- 
ized approach  to  education  with  materials  being  used 
which  are  suitable  to  the  strengths,  interests  and  levels 
of  students.  More  difficult  learning  problems  receive 
additional  attention  from  Title  I  Project  specialists  and 
consultants.  Both  the  educational  assistant  and  speech 
therapist  in  this  program  have  had  their  contract  time  ex- 
tended to  a  complete  day  this  year.  The  screening  of  in- 
coming kindergarten  pupils,  coordinated  by  the  school 
nurse,  has  been  invaluable  in  early  detection  of  potential 
difficulties.  This  year,  an  immediate  follow-up  with  par- 
ents to  explain  the  results  of  development  exercises  was 
begun  to  help  them  understand  their  child's  expected 
rate  of  educational  growth.  More  students  have  become 
involved  in  the  peer  instruction  program  initiated  last 
year.  This  means  of  reinforcing  learning  with  children  in 
the  upper  grades  assisting  classmates  or  younger  stu- 
dents, contributes  greatly  to  the  learning  experiences  of 
all  who  participate.  Inter-age  grouping  for  film  presenta- 
tion and  project  work  has  also  met  with  much  positive  re- 
sponse. 

During  the  year,  social  experiences  have  come  to  the 
children  in  various  recreational  and  artistic  forms.  Some 
of  the  more  outstanding  activities  were  an  excellent  mu- 
sical performance  of  "The  Sound  of  Music"  before  ap- 
proximately 400  persons,  and  the  Music  and  Gymnastic 
Show  sponsored  by  the  staff  of  those  departments  in  the 
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spring.  The  outing  to  the  Dover  Pool  with  picnic  lunches 
provided  by  the  cafeteria  proved  highly  successful.  As 
guest  of  the  Great  Bay  School,  the  Newington  Elemen- 
tary was  treated  to  a  performance  by  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Ballet  Co.,  whose  members  also  returned  later  to 
the  school  to  give  our  students  a  lesson  in  the  apprecia- 
tion of  this  art  form. 

The  hot  lunch  program  has  been  functioning  very  well 
with  90%  participation  by  the  student  body.  On  a 
one-year  trial  basis,  we  have  enrolled  in  the  federal  pro- 
gram which  entitles  the  school  to  certain  financial  bene- 
fits as  well  as  a  quantity  of  surplus  foods  when  available. 

School  facilities  have  undergone  certain  alterations 
and  improvements  for  plant  and  child  protection.  During 
the  fall,  a  bicycle  path  was  constructed  for  the  safety  of 
those  children  who  ride  bikes  to  school.  A  warning  light 
system  was  installed  for  the  boiler  and  freezer  and  a  CO^ 
protection  device  was  installed  over  the  stove.  A  new 
addition  to  kitchen  equipment  was  a  deep  frying  unit. 
Another  major  expense  was  incurred  for  repair  of  the 
boiler  to  correct  leaking  valves.  More  recently,  the  fire 
chief  inspected  the  fire  alarm  system,  making  several 
recommendations  that  are  being  studied.  Building  main- 
tenance has  been  contracted  to  a  private  concern.  At 
present,  the  Newington  Rug  and  Janitorial  Co.  is  provid- 
ing this  service.  Plans  for  a  major  addition  to  the  build- 
ing were  begun  but  postponed  as  is  stated  in  the  super- 
visory report. 

Parental  participation  in  support  of  the  activities  spon- 
sored by  the  staff  and  children  has  been  extremely  help- 
ful and  volunteers  have  continued  to  give  of  their  time 
and  energy  each  week.  The  disbandment  of  the  PTA 
was  approved  by  the  membership  but  perhaps  in  the 
coming  year,  a  different  type  of  partnership  organiza- 
tion will  be  established.  It  is  our  intention  to  work  with  in- 
terested parents  and  citizens  towards  such  an  objective. 

As  in  the  past,  the  school  is  open  to  all  the  people  of 
Newington.  It  is  in  such  a  real  situation  .  .  .  with  chil- 
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dren  and  teachers  .  .  .  working  together,  that  one  can 
appreciate  the  educational  advantages  you  have  pro- 
vided foryourchildren.

In  our  opinion,  the  financial  statements  listed  in  the  afore- 
mentioned table  of  contents  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of 
such  funds  and  the  general  long-term  debt  group  of  accounts  of  the 
Town  of  Newington  at  December  31,  1974,  and  the  results  of  operations 
of  such  funds  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with 
tnat  of  tne  preceding  year. 

The  accompanying  supplemental  schedules  and  related  information 
presented  on  pages  7,  11  and  12  are  not  necessary  for  a  fair  presen- 
tation of  the  financial  statements,  but  are  presented  as  additional 
analytical  data.   This  information  has  been  compiled  from  the  accounting 
records  which  were  subjected  to  the  tests  and  other  auditing  procedures 
applied  in  the  examination  of  the  basic  financial  statements  and  in  our 
opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the 
financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.
